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Grain Crops to 
Yield Farmers 
4 1-2 Billions 


Based on current prices on the farm 
for wheat and corn, these basic crops 
will yield the American farmer close 
to $4,000,000,000 in 1925, according to 
the government crop report, made pub- 
lic yesterday. 

The department of agriculture placed 


pe wheat crop at 679,000,000 bushels 


and that of corn at 2,956,000,000. 

The 1,387,000,000 bushels of oats, at 
farm prices, is estimated at $416,000,- 
000, the 214,000,000 bushels of barley 
at $128,000,000, and“ thes 52,000,000 
bushels of rye at $47,000,000. This 
would make the five grain crops at 
close to $4,500,000,000. 

Total for the five grains—wheat, 
corn, rye, oats, and barley—was 5,285,- 
000,000 bushels, or 183,000,000 more 
than harvested last year and 67,000,000 
less than suggested by the report Aug. 
1 last year. 

The wheat crop of 679,000,000 bushels 
is practically the same as suggested a 
month ago and 194,000,000 bushels 
short of last year’s final returns. It 
places the United States on about a 
domestic basis with nothing but durum 
to export, and suggests the possibility 
of importing 
before the e of the present season. 


Winter Wheat Crop Larger. 

Winter wheat crop of 416,000,000 
bushels increased 12,000,000 bushels 
during the month when a reduction 
was expected, but is 174,000,000 bushels 
short of last year’s harvest. -In the 
six states east of the Missouri river 
there are 164,000,000 bushels, or 16,000,- 
000 more than in July; but as com- 
pared with last year there was a loss 
of 3,000,000 bushels. 

The most striking. feature in the 
winter wheat report is the smallness 
of the Kansas crop, 66,000,000 bushels, 
the poorest showing with three excep- 
tions in. the last 20 years. In 1917 it 
raised 45,000,000 bushels; in 1911 51,-

To supply the greater Chicago and 
other outside territory the local com- 
pany has 4,739 circults. That is almost 
as many circuits for the exchange of 
messages between inside and outside 
Chicago folks as the total number of 
phones in Chicago 30 years ago, the 
number at that time bting 5,500. It is 
more than seven-ninths of all of the 
telephones then operated in the whole 
ten counties. 

Compare the 4,739 circuits for out- 
side talking now with a total of 20,400 
phones in all Chicago in 1900. 

A more impressive contrast is sup- 
plied by a comparison of 1910 with the 
prospects for 1956. The experts of the 
phone company have figured out to 
their satisfaction that there will be 
more than twice as many phones in 
the suburban territory in 1950 as there 
were in Chicago in 1910. In Chicago 
the phones that. year numbered 207,700. 
In the suburban area in 1950 it is ex- 
pected there will be 441,000 phones. 

Expects 200,000 New Buildings. 
The phone figures indicate that the 
company expects 200,000 buildings to 
be erected in the metropolitan area 
outside of the city limits by- 1960; but 
that is another story about which a 
few views and opinions may. be printed 
later. 

“The superpower” of the 4,739 cir- 
cults to the outside is an unusually in- 
teresting feature. Many might sup 
pose that 4,739 persons in Chicago 
could talk outside at one time. That 
is true, but only a part of the story. 

One Chicago subscriber may talk to 
a person outside of the city limits. 
That ordinarily requires one pair of 
wires. Another talker uses another 
pair of wires. Then without any more 
wires another Chicagoan can do outside 
talking just as plainly as if he were 
attached to a pair of copper threads. 
By the attachment of an electrical de-

a “phantom circuit” is created, over

for a toll wire and gets his party on 
the phone. He talks over the pair of 
wires with current of a certain .qual- 
ity. A second Chicagoan wants to talk 
outside. He is put on the same pair 
of wires, but with current of a differ- 
ent character. A third man is placed 
on the same two wires, but with a dif- 
ferent current. ‘That process. can be 
repeated until seven Chi¢agoans: can 
use the same pair of wires without 
knowing that any oné elie ‘is on the 
same line. ‘That. multiplies the capac- 
ity of the 4,739 circuits by 7, giving 
33,173’ persons service. at one . time. 
That makes the’ facilities ered ‘by 
the phone company for oral inter- 
course between the city proper «and 
outside equal to 33,173 of the old time 
circuits. “ 

On the Conservative Side. 

In the metropolitan area outside of 
Chicago there were 831,000 residents in 
1920. This population, had . 221,700 
telephones. That is. almost. exactly 
four persons for each phone, | 

The phone experts estimate the 
population in 1950 at 2,100,000 and the 
number of phones at 441,000. The con- 
sefvative character of that estimate is 
apparent. If there are four persons in 
the suburban area for each phone in 
1950 and the population is then 2,109.- 
000, there would be 525,000 phones, in- 
stead of 441,000.

Steubenville, O., Aug. 10.—(#)-—Wil- 
liam Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, today announced 
his readiness to lead a fight to curb 
the judiciary of the country so as “to 
bring back freedom to American citi- 
zens."”" His pronouncement was made 
before the Ohio state federation of 
labor convention. 

The address, Green said, was the first 
he has made concerning the outlined 
militant program of organized labor 
since his assumption of the office so 
long held by the late Samuel Gompers. 

“ So far as I can make my influence 
felt, the five million workers of the na- 
tion will never sit still until they curb 
the judiciary of the state and nation 
and bring back freedom to Amare 
citizens,” he said. : 

“Quality of Judges Declining.” 

The labor leader declared he was 
ready to lead the forces of organized 
labor in its, fight for liberty, “even 
though my criticism may reach to the 
courts of our land.” 

“I have noticed a degrading ten- 
dency in the recent appointments of 
men to'the federal judgeships,’’ Greer 
said. “The quality and capability of 
the men now being appointed by the 
President has been lowered. ‘Tnis is 
due to the fact that the judges really 
are not appointed by the President. He 
is merely the instrumént through 
which the senators have their fa- 
vorites appointed. It is a result of the 
development of so-called ‘ senatorial 
courtesy,’ which thrives on the policy 
of ‘you scratch my back and [ll 
scratch yours.’

CENTER. 

Virtually without exception, Chicago bank stocks 
are worth more today than thty were six months 
and @ year ago. The largest banks show some of 
the greatest proportional increases. These ad- 
vances reflect the soundness and the prosperity of 
banking in this city. They further reflect the proas- 
perity of the middle west, of which Chicago is the 
financial capital. 

The time is rapidly coming when industry and 
perhaps transportation throughout the Mississippi 
valley and the great lakes basin will turn instine- 
tively to Chicago for financial support.

$153,000,000. 

An even more striking picture is presented by a 
comparison of bank deposits. In December last 
year, banks reporting in the Minneapolis district 
showed deposits of $457,000,000; St. Louis, $6%6,- 
0:'0,000; Cleveland, $1,652,000,000. Chicago's depes- 
its were more than a billion dollars larger than 
Cleveland's, totaling $2,666,000,000. Such old finap- 
cial centers as Boston and Philadelphia can present 
no such figures. Together their banks show re- 
sources less than Chicago's, 

Chicago banks can, and already do, finance a 
considerable part of the foreign trade of the region 
which Chicago now dominates. That, however, is 
not the principal end which our financial power is 
achieving.

It 
would be better if the Negroes had a prosperous 
state of their own, but that would take a miracle 
to bring about. 

Red communism means dictatorship and the 
dictatorship of a minority over the majority im- 
posed by violence. We ¢annot imagine a worse 
thing for the colored people of the United States 


| than that they should be persuaded that they could 


help establish such an order by force. Any Negro 
who thinks that is his own people’s worst enemy. 
Red and black is a ruinous combination, for the 
black. The dream of the thitd internationale, of 
boring from within, of infiltration and undermining 
with a final storming of the works through holes 
in the crumbling democratic government, is one of 
the wildest delusions which ever took hold of 
social and political lunatics in this country. 

It worked with an Asiatic mass of illiterates who 
had only one desire and that to get out of a war 
in which they had been cannon fodder. If it 
spread seriously through the American Negro pop- 
ulation it would come into the open, when it did, 
as an attempt on the part of Negroes to deprive 
the whites of their property and their government. 
What pathetic and terrible nonsense! 


LESSONS FROM 
EXPERIENCE. 


A reserve officer, returning from training, reports 
that lectures by officers of the general staff were a 
pleasant feature of the curriculum.

MINER’S EYE STRAIN. 
INER’'S nystagmus is a peculiar 
condition, In this condition the 
eyes snap back afd forth from 
side to side continuously. While 
miners, and especially coal miners, have 
this condition far more frequently than 
Others, it is by no means limited to 
workers at that trade. 

For a long time nystagmus was not 
understood. Children have it occasion- 
ally and, when they do, the expression 
and the eye jerk have considerable re- 
semblance to the other jerks which chil- 
dren are prone to take on as means for 
attracting attention. The possibility that 
nystagmus was @ pose was soon aban- 
doned. 

Since the trouble usually developed 
in coal miners who had worked in very 
bad positions and very bad light for a 
great many years, the question arose as 
to whether the nystagmus was the re- 
sult of eye strain due to poor light or 
to bad posture. Both of these sugges 
tions were based on the theory that nys- 
tagmus was due to fatigue from pro- 
longed strain of some sort. 


a 

The conclusion generally agreed on 
now is that almost all cases of miner’s 
nystagmus are due to fatigue—the result 
of eye strain—and that poor light is 
the principal cause, poor posture contrib- 
uting. 

In Great Britain, the amount of com- 
pensation paid annually to men suffer- 
ing from this condition is twe and a 
half million dollars a year. Dr. Liewel- 
lyn proposes the following measures to 
prevent nystagmus. 

It is caused by working underground 
in & poor light’ for many years. The 
miner’s light is of poor candle power; 
it is some distance from the surface 
it is supposed to illumine and the black 
face of the coal is not easily lighted. 
The light on the cap is near the level 
of the miner’s eyes and that is a dis- 
advantage. 
conditions to be remedied? 

All main passageways should be white- 
washed and well lighted, the glare of 
the very bright lights to be lessened by 
shades. Yellowish green glass for light 
giobes is being tried. 

a 
The miner’s lamp should give a better 
light. Im some cases electric head lamps 
are feasible. In all cases, the law 
should specify the minimum candle pow- 
er allowed for a miner’s lamp. 
Every lamp should be tested by a 
photometer. An opinion on the illum- 
inating power of a light based on the 
appearance of things—a curbstone opin- 
fon—is of little value. 

Periodically, the older miiners should 
be looked over for evidence of beginning 
nystagmus, such as jerky, shifty move-

refers were perhaps those in training 
in the R. O. T. C. camps, where the av- 
erage age ig considerably higher than 
the average age of the young men now 
in training at the citizens’ military train- 
ing camp at Camp Custer.

**Another—‘7.35 A. M.—The Breakfast Cooked and 
The Kitchen Coo? ... that is the important point, 
the point that interests frien@*wife:in her purchase. 

** “To Pare Down Manufacturing Costs,’ ”’ another 
headline. . . ‘‘not a word about oil until you get into 
the ad. What the manufacturer wants is not oil but 
lower manufacturing costs.”

That will probably explain why one reads only 
a few ads. And why the ones read result in a pur- 


_ chase of the products they exploit. 


7 Wise 


The art of writing advertisements that are read 
is simple, yet, one which but few have mastered. 

Men canny in the ways of gaining public ac-

They present their story from the reader’s point

Experienced advertisers know that when prop- 
erly presented, advertisements will gain a reading 
along with world‘hews, features, or other editorial 
matter, 


They mark the common sense of advertising—

230,000 Red Troops.

A statement issued by the educa- 
tional association of Hupeh, Kiangsu 
and Chekiang provinces denounces mis- 
sionary education, asserting -that the 
missions are being used for the dis- 
semnination of poisonous teaching and 
urging that all Chinese students with- 
draw. 

Peitai-Ho is plastered with posters 
in four languages, including English, 
condemning the Shanghai affair.

ASSAILS CHARGES OF 
MATHER MISRULE IN

U.S. BRITAIN AND 
JAPAN SEE EYE 
TO EYE ON CHINA

Tokio. Expects. Parley in 
Peking on Oct. 15.

| “TOKIO, Aug. 10.—Sympathy for 
China and an endeavor to. extricate it 
from its economic and political snarls 
was the keynote of an Anglo-Japanese- 
American agreement reached last week, 
according to Marquis Komura, spokes- 
man for the foreign office, in a state- 
ment to THE TRIBUNE. 

Sir C. Elist,/the British ambassador 
to Tokio, last week notified Baron 
Shidehara, Japanese foreign minister, 
that Great Britain was ready to hasten 
a conference in accordance with the 
American desire, thus bringing the 
three powers in an alignment. Japa® 
immediately commenced preparations 
for a customs conference, Baron Shide- 
hara calling a meeting of the rep- 
resentatives of the foreign, finance, 
agriculture, and commerce depart- 
ments to outline Japan's position. 


Explains Japanese Position. 


The Japanese delegates probably will 
be Mr. Yoshizawa, minister to China, 
and Mr. Kimura, chief of the Asiatic 
bureau of the foreign office, with a 
representative of the department of 
finan¢e. China is expected to call the 
conference in Peking on Oct. 15. 

“The conference will be strictly 
within the limits set by the nine power 
treaty and the Japanese delegates will 
not be empowered to enlarge its scope,” 
Mr.- Kimura explained. ‘“ But should 
China bring up the question of en- 
largement, Japan is willing to dis- 
cuss. it. 

“ Japan will be very careful to avoid 
any form of intervention, not only in 
foreign control of railways but in 
insisting that there be no further 
control of customs. 


Hinges on U. 8. Action. 

*‘ Regarding extraterritoriality, China 
must first ask America to send a com- 
mission to examine the subject, and 
then America must ask the other 
powers to join it. The commission 
will thén investigate and report as 
prescribed by the Washington agree- 
ment.

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RESUME HUMAN 
SACRIFICE FETE 


British Edict Defied by 
Head Hunters. 


BY DON SKENE.

LONDON, Aug. 10.—The weird, hor- 
ible practice of human sacrifice. of 
slaves has been resumed on a whole- 
sale scale by the Naga tribe, dreaded 
mountaineer head hunters in the Hu- 
kong “ Valley of Death,” in northern- 
most Burma, according to news from 
a reliable Indian source today. The 
tribesmen are defying the British gov- 
ernment in making the sacrifices. 


Order Sacrifice te~ End. 
A few months ago Sir Harcourt But- 
ler, governor of Burma, visited Hu- 
kong valley, and at a great durbar 
in his honor sternly informed the tribal 
chieftains that the British government 
demanded the complete abolition of 
both slavery and human sacrifice. The 
Kachins and Shans agreed to give up 
slavery, but the Nagas head hunters 
protested, claiming the terrible wrath 
of their gods would be aroused with- 
out human victims. 
For a few months fear of the British 
government kept the Nagas from mak- 
ing human sacrifices, but their reli- 
gious superstitions forced them to re 
sume the awful custom. 
The Nagas celebrate the sacrifices on 
an impressive scale. The Kachins, 
Shans and Nagas gather at a big feast, 
at which enormous quantities of wild 
bison, with gigantic casks of: home 
made rice whisky are consumed. 


Sprinkle Blood Over Fields. 


The headman of each village. who 
is also a priest, wearing a toga and 
gilded crown, prays for the Nats’ bless- 
ing, and then the victims are taken to 
a wooden scaffolding and beheaded. 
The blood spurting from the -Victim’s 
neck is collected and sprinkled over 
the fields, which require the Nats’ pro- 
tection in order to produce crops. The 
victim’s head is nailed to the door of 
the headman’s hut. .The dead man’s 
skin is cut into small bits and dis- 
tributed among the honored guests as 
lucky charms to prevent illness,

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Rye and Injun. 


A great many picturesque facts 
could be gathered about the old rye 
and ‘‘Injun” breads. Unfortunately 
the recipes for this bread vary widely, 
s0 we cannot tell which one of them 
will make the truest blue of any of 
these old-timey breads. -Among the 
corn breads these are interesting be- 
cause so many of the corn breads are 


only excellent when hot, and these ar: 
good cold and make good toast. They 
are also compact and yield a pleasant 
sort of grittiness under the teeth. 

a ae 


In general these breads were 
steamed instead of baked, but we can 
bake them in a covered tin and get 
practically the same ‘effect in consid- 
erably less than half the time, and 
there is something to be said in favor 
of baking them in an open tin. The 
following, at any rate, when baked in 
an open bread pan gives a heavy, 
dense bread—heavy and dense in the 
way all the coarse breads must be— 
and on the whole was more palatable 
than the good bread from the closej 
tin: 


This is a small recipe or enough 
for one quart covered tin. One cup 
cornmeal, one-half cup of boiling wa- 
ter poured over the meal with good 
stirring, two tablespoons of molassea, 
one-half teaspoon of salt, one yeast 
cake, one cup of rye flour, two-thirds 
of this flour stirred into the dough 
and the rest kneaded in. Let rise 
until it doubles, mold into a loaf, let 
rise again, for about half an hour, 
and steam for three hours or bake in a 
covered tin in a moderate oven for one 
hour and one-quarter, or in an open 
tin for just a little less time.

Such breads as thesé are mild 
digestive brooms, palatable, and un- 
doubtedly the most agreeable of any 
bread with cream cheese. They are 
even excellent with plain sour cream 
that is thick. This does mot mean 
that the breads should be the least 
bit sour themselves, but the old sour 
dough breads, often sour when baked 
as well as made by the sour dough
